Throw into a colander, 
and spray with cold water. This leaves each grain separated. ' Have 

eady one cupful of grated raw oyster plant, and one cup of, finely 
diced c elery. Mix these vegetables with the rice, seasoning with a little 
salt. Into another bowl measure a half cup of peanut butter aid thin 
with sufiicient hot water to form a custard-like consistency. Empty 
rice mixture into a casserole, and pour over the thinned anut sis ja 
moving the rice about with a fork to thoroughly mix. ake in a hot 


oven for 15 to 20 minutes, crisping the top under the broiler flame just 
before removing from oven. Serve hot.
